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Section One: 


T he Ithna Ash’ariyyah are undoubtedly disbelievers (kuffdr) and apostates 

(murtaddln). This is because they believe in Tahnf-ul-Qur’dn. The Shia attest to 
this. The questioner (Maulana Manzur Nu’mani) has presented undeniable proof of 
this in his query. I shall present a few narrations below from the most authentic Shia 
book, Al-Kafi, which will verify his explanation. It will support and add weight to his 
presentation.

The meaning of these narrations from Imam Muhammad Al-Baqir and Imam 
Ja’far As-Sadiq ^ is that the first three Khulafd who compiled the Noble Qur’an in 
book form and conveyed it to all, had removed the words ‘fi ‘Aliyym’ from these two 
verses and were responsible for interpolation (Tahrlf) of the text.

Baqir MajlisI writes in Hayat-ul-Qulub that Imam Ja’far As-Sadiq ^ used to read this 
verse as follows, 


He would say, “Abu Bakr, ‘Umar and his companions removed the words al 
Muhammad' from the Qur’an, whereas this verse was revealed with these words.” 

It is also narrated from Imam Musa Kadhim that he said, “This verse was revealed 
in this way.

wildyati ‘Aliyyin? (This means that the oppressors removed these words from the 
Noble Qur’an and changed it).

It is narrated from Imam Muhammad AI-Baqir ^ that the following verse was 
revealed as follows, 

In Al-Kafi, there is a chapter titled, ‘Chapter on the Compilation of the Qur’an, none 
but the Imams compiled it in entirety’. The first narration of this chapter states, 

I heard Imam Muhammad Al-Baqir saying, ‘He who claims to have compiled the 
entire Qur’an as it was revealed is the greatest liar. The entire Qur’an has only been 
compiled by ‘All Ibn Abi Talib and the Imams after him.’^ This means that the 
complete Qur’an remained with him only and it is with last hidden Imam. 

Mulla Khalil Qazwini writes in the commentary of this, ‘There are many narrations 
with the Shia and the masses that show that parts of the Qur’an were deleted.’ 

These proofs are sufficient to show the Shia belief of Tahnf-ul-Qurdn. A person 
cannot remain a Muslim after believing this. Such a person is undoubtedly a 
disbeliever (kafir) and apostate (murtad). This is because such a belief denies 
the verse of the Noble Qur’an, 

«Indeed, it is We who sent down the Qur'an and indeed, We will be its guardian».^ 

In addition, the Ithna Ash’ariyyah Shia scholars teach and preach that the Noble 
Qur’an has been changed and interpolated. It cannot be used as proof and is not 
reliable. 


The famous Shia book, Rijal Kash-shi page 264, has the following narration from 
Imam Ja’far As-Sadiq ‘Those who do not believe in this Qur’an, like the Murji’a, 
Qadariyyah and ZanMiqah, they take proof from it and they are victorious over 
others in debate using it. From this, I have understood that this Qur’an cannot be 
reliable and worthy to stand as proof without a Qayyim, i.e. infallible Imam.’ 

The summary of this discussion is that the Ithna Ash’ariyyah Shia believe that it has 
been changed. In addition they believe it to be a useless work (we seek the

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protection of Allah), from which no decision can be made. Decisions can only be 
made from the explanation and elucidation of the Imam. 


There is no greater disrespect and insolence towards the Noble Qur’an that we can 
find. 

At this point, it is necessary to clarify that the narrations we have presented above from 
the Shia books regarding Tahrlf-ul-Qurdn and are ascribed to Sayyiduna JafarAs- 
Sadiq M and Sayyiduna Muhammad Al-Bdqir - these are all fabrications of the Shia. 

These great luminaries are pure from these blasphemous statements. 


Section Two: 


Part of the filthy blasphemous beliefs of the Shia is that after the demise of 
Rasulullah besides four people, the rest of the Sahabah all the Muhajirin and 
the Ansar, became renegades, i.e. murtad. This means that they all turned to disbelief 
and joined the ranks of the worst disbelievers. The persons who took the greatest 
share of this apostasy were Sayyiduna Abu Bakr % and Sayyiduna ‘Umar %. The 
Shia further believe that they passed away in this state of apostasy and they did not 
repent. 

Rijal Kash-shi, a reliable Shia book, states on page 4, ‘It is narrated from Imam 
Muhammad Al-Baqir that he said, “After the demise of Rasulullah all the 
people became apostates, except for three.” The narrator says, “I asked, “Who are the 
three?” Imam Muhammad Al-Baqir said, “Miqdad Ibn Al-Aswad, Abu Dharr 
Ghifarl and Salman Farsi.” 

On the same page it is stated that Humran said to Imam Abu Ja’far “Oh, our 

numbers are so few!” Abu Ja’far said, “Shall I tell you something even more 
amazing?” Humran said, “Please tell me.” He said, “All the Muhajirin and the Ansar 
have gone, i.e. they have become murtad, only three have remained.” 

On page 6 of the same book, a narration states that Imam Muhammad Al-Baqir 
said, “All the Muhajirin and the Ansar came to ‘Ali and said, “Only you are the 
Amir-ul-Mu’minin. By Allah, you are the most worthy and only you should be the 
deputy of Rasulullah ‘Ali said, “If you are truthful, then tomorrow morning, 
come with shaven heads.” Only Salman Miqdad % and Abu Dharr % shaved 
their heads and came. No one else shaved their hair. The next day, they said the 
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same thing and ‘All St repeated his instruction. This time, none but the same three 
shaved their hair. 

The narrator says, “Was ‘Ammar not amongst them?” He said, “No.” I said, “Was 
‘Ammar among the apostates then?” Abu Ja’far said, “‘Ammar waged Jihad later on 
in the company of ‘All ®t.” 

On page 8 of the same book, the words of Imam Abu Ja’far are mentioned, “All 

the people besides three became murtad. One was Salman, the second was Abu 
Dharr and the third was Miqdad.” 

In UsuI-uI-KM, Im^ Ja’far As-Sadiq St says, 

Xu/r’refers to Abu Bakr, ‘Fusuq’refers to ‘Umar and ‘/sydn’ refers to ‘Uthman. 

According to Majlisi, Kulayni and ‘Ayyashi, ‘Jibt’ refers to Abu Bakr and ‘Umar. 

From all these texts and narrations, we understand that according to the Shia belief, 
all the Sahabah besides four or five, became disbelievers and apostates. They 
refer to Sayyiduna Abu Bakr Sayyiduna ‘Umar % and Sayyiduna ‘Uthman igi, 
with the worst of words. We seek the forgiveness of Allah, we seek the protection of 
Allah. 


The Shia have made their beliefs apparent and by doing so, they deny many verses 
of the Noble Qur’an. For example,

«Muhammad is the Messenger of Allah; and those with him are forceful against the 
disbelievers, merciful among themselves. You see them bowing and prostrating [in 
prayer], seeking bounty from Allah and [His] pleasure. Their mark is on their faces 
from the trace of prostration. That is their description in the Torah. And their 
description in the Gospel is as a plant which produces its offshoots and strengthens them 
so they grow firm and stand upon their stalks, delighting the sowers - so that Allah may 
enrage by them the disbelievers. Allah has promised those who believe and do righteous 
deeds among them forgiveness and a great reward>A 


Other verses that the Shia deny in this regard include Surah An-Nasr: 2 and Surah 
At-Taubah: 40. Moreover, by this belief, the history of Islam is distorted and spoilt.

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In the light of the Shia belief, the heroes of Islam are classified as a few disbelievers, 
renegades, usurpers, oppressors and seekers of falsehood. This is a great insult to 
Islam and indicates a very high level of enmity for Islam. 


In the light of this belief, it is clearly proven that the Nubuwwah and Risdlat of 
Rasulullah ^ was a failure, we seek the protection of Allah. This is an insult to 
Rasulullah ^ and disgraces him very terribly. In addition, this belief indicates that 
we have acquired the Noble Qur’an, the blessed ahadith and the entire shanah from 
the hands of sinners, disbelievers and hypocrites. In this case, what reliance can be 
placed upon such a Qur’an and such a sharVah? 

Based on these reasons, as well as many others, the scholars of Islam like Qadi ‘lyad 
Mb and Mulla ‘All Al-Qari have issued the following clear-cut ruling, 

‘Similarly, we make emphatic takfir of the person who says anything that will result 
in implying that the entire Ummah is astray and all the Sahabah are classified as 
disbelievers.’ 

These Shia believe that most of the Sahabah became disbelievers, leave 
alone the Ahl-us-Sunnah wal-Jamd’ah. These people, i.e. the Shia, are 
disbelievers (kuffdr) by consensus. There is no difference of opinion in this 
regard.^ 


Section Three: 


One of the many reasons of the disbelief (kufr) of the Ithna Ash’ariyyah Shia is the 
denial of Khatm-e-Nubuwwah. According to the Muslims, there is no one other than 
the Ambiya’ that are infallible (mu'sum) and obligatory to obey (muftarad-ut-taah). 
However, according to Shia belief, the Imam is infallible and obligatory to obey. The 
Shia also believe that revelation comes to the Imam, he has the choice to make 
things haldl and hardm, in all perfections and qualities, the Imam is on par with the 
Ambiya’, and there is no difference between his position and the position of the 
Nabl. In fact, the Imamat position is even higher than the Nubuwwah position. 

Baqir Majlis! writes in Hayat-ul-Qulub vol. 3 p. 36,

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‘As-Sadiq said, “I testify that ‘All was the Imam, Allah made it compulsory to 
obey him. Hasan Ibn ‘All was an Imam, All^ made it compulsory to obey him.’ 

Besides the above text, there are hundreds of clear references about the Imams. 

In Rijal Kash-shi page 264, Mansur Ibn Hazim said to Imam Ja’far As-Sadiq “I 
testify that ‘All was the establisher of the Qur’an and it has been made obligatory to 
obey him. He is the proof of Allah upon the people after Rasulullah 

Rijal Kash-shi page 265 states, Khalid Bajali said to Imam Ja’far As-Sadiq about 
his religion and way, “I testify that Allah has made it obligatory upon the people to 
obey ‘Ali just as He made it obligatory to obey Muhammad Imam Ja’far As- 
Sadiq then said, “Yes, ‘Ali was such.” 

On page 266 of Rijal Kash-shi, it is mentioned that Hasan Ibn ‘Ali ‘Attar explained 
his religion in front of Imam Ja’far As-Sadiq ^ in the following way, “‘Ali is my 
Imam. Allah has made it obligatory to obey him. Whoever recognizes his position is 
a believer and whoever does not recognize it is deviated, and whoever denies his 
Imamat is a disbeliever.” 

Al-Kafi states, ‘It is narrated from Imam Ja’far As-SMiq he said, “Whatever 
ruling ‘Ali brings, practice on it. Whatever he forbids from, stay away from it. His 
position and rank of virtue is the same as that of Muhammad 

Baqir Majlisi writes in Hayat-ul-Qulub vol. 3 p. 3, ‘The truth is that in terms of 
perfections, conditions and qualities, there is no difference between a Nabi and the 
Imam.’ 

Majlisi further writes, ‘According to a number of reliable reports, which will be 
mentioned later on, Inshd Allah, we learn that the position of Imamat is higher than 
the position of Nubuwwah and Risdlat Subsequently, Allah % blessed Sayyiduna 
Ibrahim with Nubuwwah and then said, ‘I shall make you the Imam of the 
people’.’ 

In the end, he finally says, ‘Due to the honour of Rasulullah ^ and because he has 
been classified as Khdtam-ul-Ambiyd \ it is forbidden to use the word ‘Nabi’ or any 
similar title for the Imam.’ 

After one studies these texts, there remains no scope for any doubt in the following 
aspect. The Ithna Ash’ariyyah Shia use the words ‘Khatm-e-Nubuwwah' and 
‘Khdtam-un-Nabiyym \ but they emphatically deny the reality of them. Based on 
this, Shah Waliulldh in Musawwd, the commentary of Mu’atta Imam 
Malik, classifies them as out of the fold of Islam and as Zindiq. 
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Now I want to quote a few texts from the fatdwd of the scholars of Islam on the 
disbelief (kufr) and apostasy (irtiddd) of the Shia on the basis of all the reasons for 
their disbelief and apostasy. 

Mulla ‘Ali Al-Qari says in Sharh Ash-Shifa’, 

‘Similarly, we emphatically make takfir of the extremist Rawafid, due to their belief 
that their infallible Imams are more virtuous than the Amfc/yd' and Messengers. This 
is clear disbelief (kufr)''^ 

‘Similarly, the person who denies the Qur’an is a disbeliever (kdfir). The same will 
apply if he denies a single letter of the Qur’an, or changes a word of it, or adds to 
it.’io 


‘Similarly, we make emphatic takfir of the person who says anything that will result 
in implying that the entire Ummah is astray and all the Sahabah are classified as 
disbelievers. In the same way, the Ahl-us-Sunnah wal-Jamd’ah are unanimous on 
making takfir of a person that makes takfir of some of the Sahabah 


Mulla ‘All Al-Qari then says, ‘As for the wretched person that makes takfir of all 
the Sahabah Jfe, there is no doubt whatsoever about his kufr. This is because he is 
opposing the following clear texts of the Noble Qur’an,

«And the first forerunners [in the faith] among the Muhajirln and the Ansar and those 
who followed them with good conduct - Allah is pleased with them and they are pleased 
with Him, and He has prepared for them gardens beneath which rivers flow, wherein 
they will abide forever. That is the great attainments^ 










«Certainly was Allah pleased with the believers when they pledged allegiance to you, [O 
Muhammad], under the tree, and He knew what was in their hearts, so He sent down 
tranquillity upon them and rewarded them with an imminent conquests^

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These verses are clear and emphatic. Their purport is indisputable. Therefore, it 
cannot be refuted by the statement of any plotter or deceiver. Such a statement will 
have no basis in terms of logic or revelation. 

In Sharh Fiqh Al-Akbar p. 198, the following is stated, 

‘If anyone denies the Khildfat of Shaykhayn, i.e. Sayyiduna Abu Bakr % and 
Sayyiduna ‘Umar he will be classified as a disbeliever (kafir). The reason for this 
is that all the Sahabah were unanimous upon their Khildfat, there was no 
difference of opinion.’ 

In essence, based on all the above mentioned reasons, the Ithna Ash’ariyyah 
Shia are disbelievers (kuffdr) and apostates (murtaddin) according to the 
scholars of Islam.

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' Al- ‘Allamah Al-Jalll Al-Muhaddith Al-Kabir Maulana Habib-ur-Rahman Azmi 
was one of the highest ranking Hadith scholars in the world of the twentieth 
century. Students and scholars benefit from his works in many countries of the 
world to this day. He hailed from Mau, India. Allah % had blessed him with great 
ability and beneficial knowledge. He had studied under ‘Allamah Anwar Shah 
Kashmiri ‘Allamah Shabbir Ahmad ‘UthmM % and other luminaries. During his 
student days, he had given the bay'ah at the hands of Maulana Ashraf ‘Ali Thanwi 

In 1953 C.E he was appointed as a member of the working committee of 
Jamiat-ul-‘Ulama’ Hind and was part of the Shura’ (Consultative Committee) of Dar- 
ul-‘Ulum Deoband. 

In 1945 C.E Shaykh-ul-Islam Maulana Husayn Ahmad Madani and QM 
Muhammad Tayyib came to Mau and requested Maulana Habib-ur-Rahman Azmi 
to take the highest Ifta’ post at Dar-ul-‘Ulum Deoband. The people of the locality 
were not happy at the prospect of him leaving Mau, so he excused himself from 
accepting the position. 

On 28 Safar 1407 A.H/2 November 1986 C.E, he was unanimously appointed as 
Amir-ul-Hind and Amir-e-Shariah. He remained in this position until he passed 
away in Ramadan 1412/1992. His Janazah was attended by approximately two 
hundred thousand people. 

Allah % had imbued Maulana Habib-ur-Rahman Azmi with an 
extraordinary zeal and dedication for the preservation and dissemination of 
the knowledge of Islam in its pure and pristine form. There were scars on 
the index, middle and little fingers of his right hand due to excessive use of 
the pen. Similarly, he had marks on his elbows because of resting on them 
when doing studies and research. (Tlmi Khidmat p. 461) 

The following is a snippet of a letter that he wrote to Maulana Ashraf 
^Ali Thanwi on 11 Muharram 1358 A.H, 

^Presently 1 am busy refuting a Shia booklet called RijM-e-Bukhari, which 
reviles the Sahabah It makes me very angry to see that booklet. 1 am so 
occupied with this work that besides my teaching time, my religious 
obligations and daily necessities, 1 spend all my time in preparing this book.’ 
(Hayat Abul Ma’athir pp. 468-469) 

Imam Ahl-us-Sunnah Maulana ^Abdush-Shakur Lucknowi said the 
following about Tadil RijM-e-Bukhari, ‘^There is no doubt that responding to 
the book (of the Shia) was a debt on the Ahl-us-Sunnah wal-Jamd’ahy which 
^Allamah Azmi has ably fulfilled. The manner in which ^Allamah Azmi 
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seized the author and exposed his deceit and ignorance could not have been 
done by just anyone.” (‘Ilmi Khidmat p.329) 

Maulana HabIb-ur-Rahman Azmi wrote the following works in refutation 
of Shiasm:
